AS TO OATS. 

A recent; telegraphic item mehiion- 
ed that oats were being shipped from 
Strathelair, Man., to New Zealand. Ex 
quiry in this locality disclosed che faci 
that a ship. is charsered »to saulefrom 
Vancouver on the 19th with 2 cargo 
of eats forsAmstratia. (The 1s are be 
ing loaded by Parrish & Lindsay, of 
Brandon. They-attemp.ed ‘to ~secure 
the oats in ihe Edmonton’ disirict and 
Oifered prices.at Vancouver thai would 
have given the farisers: bere from 2c 
to 23c per bushel. But enquiry deé- 
veloned the fact that tha oats could rot 
be procured at the price. ‘The conirac 
was therefore fited from Manitoha. 

Although this disirxc: has not’ as 
auch oats for salé as last year ihere 
is no doubt that it has a good many 
thousands if not millions of bushels, 
and it isa question ififarmers are aci- 
ing wisely in holding on :too tigh ly 
even at present prices, It should ‘be 
remémbcred that until ihe year besore 
last and especially last year 20c in 23c 
was considered a fair price for. oats. 

On the other hand there has never 
been a searon yet when oats were noi 
up to 25c and 30c in spring and early 


summer and frequently far over thai 
prise, The oats that arc going to Aus- 
tralia are relieving the markei in any 
case. But the main reliance of the 
farmers for high prices are the needs 
of ‘the many new setilers sand rapid 
railroad construction. Those who hold 
theiy. produce take chances, bui cer- 
tainly the chances seem very favorable 
this year. The fact that oats. ate 
worth 23c for export even und,er ex- 
cepiional . circumstances, (ends to 
stréngthen the market. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

Municipal ownerslip is something 
more than merely a name, something 
sore even than low rates’ for: public 
services. It is apt) to carry, with dt 
high taxes and ine‘facient service 10 
oifset the low raies. There is no good 
reason why it should be so. But un- 
fortunately it sometimes 1s so. “Busi- 
ness of whatever kind must be attend- 
ed to; and when a town goer imo a 
business enterprise or enterprises ic 
must look after them inj a bueiness way 
or it will be a loser. The town of d- 
monton, with a waterworks system and 
electric light syscem on lis hands is in 
an entirely diiferent postiion from the 
town of Edmonton before tbese enter- 
prises were undertaken, or taker’ over, 
Then the-eourici} had merely-to. deal 
with taxaiion and expenditure. Ili 
the streets and sidewalks were no. in 
good conditipn a complete ,and rai- 
ficient answer was thai the taxat-om 
was low. And ii the taxaiion washizh 
the expenses and advantages of sirret 
improvémentS were an answer in 
themselves’ “The council had only to 
satisfy the ratepayers colleciively, and 
in tBeir, pudlie, capacity. The rate- 
payer hn no choice. He had, to pay 
his taxes and he could use the side- 
walks and streets er noc as he pleased. 
From election day to election day u 
madé no difference to the council. Buc 
in the water amd Jight services pow 
undextaken the ratepayer hax. io be 
dealt. with individually and im ‘a: busi- 
mess way. He must be given a satis 
factory service for his money or the 
town dues met cet his maeney and the 
scheme.oi municipa! ownership. fails oo 
that -emcent: It a in the Jast-degrer:
